Earn Money 
The state forests of Pennsylvania 
are handled as a business enter­ 
prise and during the lust year the 
$57,021. The total receipts from the 
state forests for the last 32 years 
was $935,722. of which $581,666 has 
been deposited in the state school 
fund. 
During 1931, 2,000,000 people used 
the state forests for recreational 
purposes. In addition to the recrea­ 
tional use of the forests, the use 
of the state forests is for timber 
production. Secretary Staley points 
out th at the provision of adequate 
funds for the protection and ad­ 
m inistration will place tire wooded 
areas of Pennsylvania under m an­ 
agem ent for sustained yield, and 
thus insure stabilization of supplies 
of raw m aterial for the great forest 
industries so essential for our eco­ 
nomic development.
